PADANG, Indonesia Across this coastal provin- 
cial capital, hardest hit by the latest earth- 
quake to devastate Indonesia, mourners, 
survivors and rescue workers alike clawed 
through the rubble. 

Some, like Malina Utami, had already real- 
ized the worst. She was just looking for the 
shoes missing from her dead daughter’s body, 
found in the rubble of a four-story school that 
was flattened within seconds. 

As the death toll climbed Thursday— to 
1,100 by one U.N. estimate— others looked 
for survivors, with thousands of people miss- 
ing and feared trapped in the wreckage of 
shattered buildings. 

When search efforts were suspended for 
the night, an eerie quiet fell over the city 


“Let’s not underestimate. Let’s be prepared 
for the worst,” President Susilo Bambang 
Yudhoyono said in the capital, Jakarta. 

Wednesday’s 7. 6 -magnitude earthquake 
started at sea and quickly rippled through 
Sumatra, the westernmost island in the 
Indonesian archipelago. 

Government figures put the number of 
dead at 777, with at least 440 people seriously 
injured. John Holmes, the U.N.’s humanitar- 
ian chief, set the death toll at 1,100, and the 
number was expected to grow. 

President Obama, who spent part of his 
childhood in Indonesia, pledged to support 
earthquake recovery efforts there, as well as 
provide assistance to the South Pacific coun- 
tries of Samoa and American Samoa, which 
were hit by a deadly tsunami Tuesday 


Most of the confirmed deaths in Indonesia 
were reported in Padang, where more than 500 
buildings were severely damaged or flattened. 

Where a mall once stood was a heap of 
concrete slabs layered like pancakes with iron 
rods jutting out. Police and army rescue teams 
used bulldozers, backhoes and electric drills 
to clear the wreckage in intermittent rain, or 
climbed the hills of rubble to dislodge pieces 
of concrete with bare hands. 

Relatives of the missing gathered outside 
ruined buildings, hoping to hear good news. 
But mostly, the rescuers found bodies. 

Occasionally, they saved lives. 

A Singaporean, John Lee, was pulled alive 
from a hotel after surviving under the rubble 
for 25 hours. Rescue workers dug for 12 hours 
to free him. Lee suffered only a broken leg.

‘Miracle’ 
pilots back 
in action

NEW YORKThe “Miracle 
on the Hudson” pilots 
are back together. 

Capt. Chesley 
“Sull/’ Sullenberger 
and ist Officer Jeffrey 
Skiles flew Thursday 
from Charlotte to New 
York— their first flight 
together since they were forced to ditch a dis- 
abled plane in the Hudson River, saving all 155 
people on board. 

“I was overwhelmed when I found out it was 
him,” said Don Lambert, 61, of Fort Mill, S.C., 
who was on the early morning flight to LaGuardia 
Airport. “You feel like you have the best pilot in 
the world fixing to fly you to New York.” 

At a LaGuardia news conference, Sullenberger 
said the Miracle on the Hudson “happened at 
a time when people needed to know that good 
could still be done in the world.” 

Sullenberger said the gratitude of passen- 
gers has been “an extraordinary gift.” And he 
bestowed the same gift on his colleague. 

“You have my eternal gratitude for your skill 
and your courage,” he said, turning to Skiles. 

Tempe, Ariz.-based US Airways had told 
reporters that Sullenberger’s first flight would 
be later Thursday out of LaGuardia, but that 
wasn’t true. 

Airline spokesman Jonathan Freed acknowl- 
edged that the flight out of LaGuardia would 
actually be Sullenberger’s fourth flight since 
landing in the Hudson. He flew two passenger 
flights Sept. II as part of his re-training pro- 
cess. 

His flight Thursday morning from Charlotte 
was his first with Skiles. The Daily News of 
New York was first to report the earlier flight. 

When asked why US Airways released incor- 
rect information. Freed said the flight out of 
LaGuardia was important because it was “sym- 
bolic” for the crew 

“It’s the one that they’re emotionally attached 
to,” Freed said.

The boys who killed Demon Albert are monsters. 

This according to a Twitter friend who writes that the boys captured 
on video fully intended to take the life of the Fenger High School stu- 
dent-turned-symbol of unchecked community violence, 

Albert will be buried Saturday But hopefully the images and issues 
captured in cell phone footage of his savage beating death will remain 
uncovered, 

I, for one, will not forget the somewhat blurry faces of the so-called 
monsters who took his life. In the video, you see them attacking, armed 
with huge pieces of wood. Their faces appear impassive as they connect 
with skin, draw back, then connect with bone. They strike. They run. 
They strike again. They do not flinch. 

They seem to scan the street for other targets. Indeed, they move 
like monsters: zombies, werewolves or mummies in movies you watch 
through the web of your fingers, 

in the movies, the evil comes from somewhere, A toxic spill, A 
bite. An ancient spell. In real life, the explanation for evil is not simple. 
And it’s not limited to one side of the city On Thursday, a 14-year-old 
boy lay bleeding and beaten on a street in Edgewater, according to the 
Tribune, 

All week, we Ve asked the question and, in light of this fresh North 
Side attack, ask it anew: Where does this evil come from? 

We offer different answers. Hopelessness, from poverty Spiritual 
numbness, the sense that nobody matters, including you. 

It comes from too-young, absent or overworked parents who don’t 
have time to help with homework, let alone listen to problems or see 
signs of trouble brewing. 

It draws inspiration and acceptance in violent music that glorifies 
gunshots, or before that, scenes in movies like “Scarface” or “The 
Godfather,” 

In real life, the weapons don’t shoot blanks. The boards aren’t made 
of Styrofoam, No director calls “cut,” 

There is nothing vn*ong with wondering why a young person would 
take another young promising life, leave a mother grieving or shatter 
the sanctity of a school zone. Nothing wrong with asking why children 
are committing actions with such adult consequences. 

But there is a much more important question, and one that must be 
asked long after Albert is laid to rest. 

How do we stop this? 

Whether you believe in monsters or not, I have to believe that we 
can.

Tune in Friday when the International Olympic Committee 
will make its decision among the final four: Chicago, Madrid, 
Rio de Janeiro and Tokyo. 

At stake are bragging rights, an estimated economic impact 
of billions of dollars, a boost in international tourism and 
other perks such as jobs and Olympic venues. 

“The message we have to the world and to the IOC is there’s 
no time and no city like Chicago and now for the Olympic 
movement,” said Kurt Summers, chief of staff for Chicago 
2016. “What creates this unique opportunity is for the first 
time the U.S. has the confluence of a president, a long-serv- 
ing and very strong mayor, and the USOC {U.S. Olympic 
Committee], and the full backing of the community” 

But the community support is an issue of contention. 

ATribune GN poll of 380 Chicagoans last month showed 
the city almost evenly split— with 47 percent in support of 
hosting the Games and 45 percent opposed to it. 

Summers said he doesn’t think the poll is indicative of every- 
one in Chicago. What will have an impact on the IOC isn’t the 
poll, he said, but the City Council’s unanimous 49 to o vote 
earlier this month on a measure that places the responsibility 
for cost overruns on taxpayers if Chicago hosts the Games. 

“If the people of Chicago weren’t behind this, we wouldn’t 
have gotten a resounding message of the City Council,” 
Summers said. 

Chicago 2016 has in place a coverage plan which includes 
using a $450 million budgeted surplus and $i billion in insur- 
ance before any city taxpayer money would be tapped, the 
Tribune reported. 

But critics in Chicago say getting the games could be 
more of a headache than it’s worth. The Olympics would

be a “disaster” financially, environmentally and operation- 
ally, said Tom Tresser, a volunteer and communications 
coordinator of No Games Chicago, a group that opposes 
the city’s bid.

“They want to put on a successful party They don’t want 
scandals or the trains breaking down. They don’t want pro- 
tests,” Tresser said. “They want to put on a party where they’re 
welcome, and we’re telling them we don’t want them here.”

The politicians, pundits and protesters have 
spoken. Even Irish oddsmakers have weighed 
in on Chicago’s chances of hosting the 2016 
Olympics. Their conclusion: All signs point 
to a win. 

But what do psychics have to say? What’s 
their read? 

Two of three contacted by the Tribune felt 
Chicago was the likely choice, but one laid 
it on the line and predicted Rio de Janeiro 
would wind up the host city 

“I immediately knew it was Rio,” said Aria 
Norman, who calls herself a “psychic evolu- 
tionist.” 

She may start a prediction, then, based on 
guidance from her “spiritual council,” correct 
or “evolve” the wording as she speaks. 

Norman urges Chicagoans not to mourn 
the loss of the Olympics, saying it will save 
the city from a financial mess. 

“If Chicago had gotten {the games], it 
would have been a bust,” she said. 

Arturo Edan Munoz read tarot cards 
to assess Chicago’s Olympic chances and 
found them strong, but added that behind- 
the-scenes political machinations troubled 
him. 

“It’s kind of, almost, fishy,” says Munoz, 
who sees “a lot of strings being pulled.” 

Munoz called himself a “psychic spiritual 
tarot card reader,” saying he uses his psychic 
ability to complement the predictive powers 
of the cards. 

Patrick O’Brien estimated Chicago has a 
better than 50 percent shot at winning. 

The city “could make money off it,” said 
O’Brien, who hails from a long line of more 
traditional Irish psychics, including his 
grandmother, who used to tell back “in the 
old country” Munoz and O’Brien both wrote 
off Tokyo and Madrid, calling Rio the only 
serious challenger. 

“I don’t think the other cities are in the 
running at all,” O’Brien said. 

But before you lay down a bet in Vegas, 
they warned that even psychics have their 
off days. 

“There is no such thing on this earth as 
100 percent psychic,” Norman said. 

Munoz agreed, reminding that all the cards 
haven’t been played. 

“The future isn’t really set in stone,” he 
said. 
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BID PIMPIN’ 

All-Star Chicago delegation turning up the heat In Copenhagen

COPENHAGEN Eight-hundred-year-old Copenhagen, a former 
fishing colony that is now a blend of the fine and the funky, the 
historic and the sleekly modern, is a city on edge. 

And the war of nerves is most evident among an unusual group 
of visitors: the 2016 Olympic bid teams from Chicago, Rio de 
Janeiro, Madrid and Tokyo, and their supporters, who are sweat- 
ing out a vote Eriday by the International Olympic Committee. 

With this being the most evenly matched four-way Olympic 
bid race in recent memory, even those used to high tension are 
feeling the strain. 

“I’m a little anxious,” Olympian basketball player and former 
NBA star David Robinson, a Chicago supporter, admitted at 
a bid backers cocktail party held just as the IOC was officially 
opening its annual meeting. ‘A lot of people have put in a ton of 
time in the last three years, and a lot is riding on it for the city” 

Contributing to the war of nerves is the difficulty in predicting 
an outcome, not just because each candidate city has a strong 
bid, but because the IOC is notoriously hard to read and the 
elimination rounds of voting result in quickly shifting alliances 
as cities are dropped. 

Spanish Prime Minister Jose Luis Rodriguez Zapatero tem- 
pered his optimismThursday morning with recollections of the 
vote for the 2012 Summer Games, when Madrid was the top vote- 
getter in the second round of voting in Singapore, only to ulti- 
mately wind up third. London squeaked past Paris, the favorite 
going into the voting, to win those games. 

“When that concluded, I took a reflection,” Zapatero said. 
“The thing is, with this type of election, there are different faces

on it as bids are eliminated. It’s very hard to predict who will win 
the final vote.” 

And it’s hard to steer clear of the electric undercurrents in town. 
With sirens blaring and lights flashing, police cars have been whisk- 
ing heads of state around town. Security guards at posh hotels have 
kept entrances cordoned offwhen VIPs were expected. 

“Where’s Oprah?” has become the real-life version of “Where’s 
Waldo?” with TV crews and fans camped out wherever the talk- 
show queen is likely to turn up, either to support Chicago’s 
Olympic bid or to tape a show in town. 

Chicago 2016 has added to the high-wire feeling by including 
Eirst Lady Michelle Obama and Winfrey in its delegation. With 
President Obama arriving on Air Eorce One on Eriday morning, 
it’s a trifecta that is hard, if not impossible, for rivals to match. 

The Tokyo bid team was asked at a news conference if rivals’ 
use of celebrities during final presentations Eriday would put its 
bid at a disadvantage. 

“We know there are big names, but we believe the IOC wants 
fantastic games for athletes,” said bid chairman Ichiro Kono.

Owners of dogs that make excessive noise that 
“unnecessarily disturbs” their human neighbors 
could face fines of between $50 and $250 a day 
under an ordinance approved Thursday by a 
Chicago City Council committee. 

Here’s how the measure defines excessive 
noise: “repeated or habitual barking, whining, 
crying, howling {and] whimpering.” It’s aimed 
at dogs but also would apply to any animal. 

“It’s not an anti-dog thing,” said Aid. Patrick 
O’Connor, 40th, who is co-sponsoring the 
measure along with Aid. Richard Mell, 33rd. 
“It’s not preventing dogs from being dogs. It 
just means that if you let your dog bark all day 
everyday, disturbing peace for people in the 
area, there’s a possibility now that police can 
do something.” 

Without such an ordinance, police and ani- 
mal control workers have no authority to inter- 
vene when people make complaints about loud 
animals, he said. 

Under the measure, the noise would have 
to occur continually for at least 10 minutes or 
intermittently for “a significant portion of the 
night.” It also would have to be louder than the 
average conversation at a distance of 100 feet 
or more. 

Police or animal control officials could make 
that determination, or three residents from 
different addresses could sign a complaint. 
Enforcement, however, is always key when the 
City Council approves such ordinances. 

O’Connor noted two of his daughters’ ani- 
mals, a long-haired dachshund and a King 
Charles Terrier-Jack Russell Spaniel mix, live at 
his home. 

“I have two dogs that could be the poster 
children for this ordinance— two small, little 
yappy dogs, but if I leave them out for hours on 
end. I’m an irresponsible dog owner,” he said. 

The Police and Fire Committee approved 
the ordinance. Now the full City Council must 
vote on it.

Shoe thrown at IMF conference 


ISTANBUL A student journalist threw 
a shoe at IMF Director Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn on Thursday and ran toward 
the stage shouting “IMF get out!” as the 
finance official answered questions at a uni- 
versity in Istanbul. 

The white sports shoe bounced off another 
student’s head but missed the International 
Monetary Fund chief before landing beside 
him on the speaker’s platform.

Other guards quickly blocked the man— a 
student and a journalist with a small left-wing

A female protester also tried to unfurl a 
banner while shouting “IMF get out!” but she 
was escorted out of the conference hall. 

The conference was then cut short and the 
hall evacuated. 

Both of the protesters were later released, 
the semiofficial Anatolia news agency said. 
It was not clear whether they will face any 
charges. 

It was the latest copycat shoe protest imi- 
tating the shoe attack last year directed at 


former President George W. Bush by an Iraqi 
journalist in Baghdad.

WeVe all heard the Bears are 
having trouble running the ball 
this season.

The Bears, on the other hand, 
need to get Forte back to last 
year’s form, when he averaged 
3.9 yards per carry and rushed for 
1,238 yards and eight touchdowns.

It’s Still relatively warm in 
Chicago, considering the 
conditions the Bears and 
their opponents might face 
in November and December, 
and that plays into the 
team’s newfound strength at 
quarterback. Even Jay Cutler 
knows his Job is going to get 
a lot harder when Old Man 
Winter shows up.

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‘Zombieland’ hopes to keep zom-com genre alive

When Woody Harrelson received a copy of the 
screenplay for “Zombieland” last year, he stuffed it 
into his duffel bag of unread scripts and promptly 
forgot about it. 

Even after his agent started pestering him, 
Harrelson couldn't be bothered to dig it out and 
have a look, 

“I just thought, ‘It's a zombie movie; it's gotta be 
stupid,' " the actor said, Harrelson changed his mind 
when he finally read “Zombieland,” in which he plays 
one of four survivors of a plague that turns the U,S, 
into a country overrun by the flesh-eating undead. 

Even though Harrelson describes his experience 
on the set as wonderfully collaborative and fun, 
he stiU had doubts about the finished film, which 
opens Eriday 

“When I went to see the movie at a screening in 
Orange County, I was really worried it was going to 
be terrible, because you never know,” he said, “But I 
was delighted. It turned out great. I'm really jazzed 
about it,” 

Harrelson's concerns are understandable, Eor every 
hallway-decent zombie flick, there are two dozen 
others so wretched and lame you probably have 
never heard of them. Within the horror genre, only 
slasher films boast a higher ratio of bad-to-good. 

But “Zombieland” shares the crucial element that 
elevates many of the best zombie movies. Scary? 
^s, in spots. Gratuitously gory? You bet. But, first 
and foremost, “Zombieland” is a comedy 

Although there would seem to be scant possibility 
for amusement in rotting bodies that rise from the 
grave to eat the living— there was certainly nothing 
funny about director George A, Romero's explo- 
ration of the concept in his 1968 black-and-white 
drive-in cheapie “Night of the Living Dead”— film- 
makers have discovered that zombies also are natu- 
ral-born comedians. 

Humor crept into the zombie genre gradually, 
beginning with Romero's 1978 sequel, “Dawn of the 


Dead,” in which the X-rated, unthinkably graphic 
violence and gore gradually segued into a satire of 
consumerist culture (the zombies gravitated toward 
a gigantic mall, because even the dead want to win- 
dow shop). When members of a biker gang invaded 
the mall, they chopped off the zombies' heads with 
machetes— but also smacked them in the face with 
cream pies, 

“One of the great thing about zombies is that 
they don't really have a distinct personality, so they 
can stand in as a metaphor for anything,” said Glenn 
Kay, author of “Zombie Movies: The Ultimate 
Guide,” “They're a really adaptable sort of monster, 
and the fact you can project onto them lends itself 
to comedy” 

The central premise of the zombie picture may 
be the grimmest in the horror genre, but the sce- 
nario also carries considerable built-in potential for 
comedic— albeit bloody— hijinks. 

Writing partners Paul Wernick and Rhett Reese 
first conceived of “Zombieland” in 1995 as a pilot for a 
TV series that would detail the weekly adventures of 
a group of survivors in a zombie world. But after CBS 
passed, the writers got a rare opportu- 
nity to rethink the project as a theatri- 
cal film, centering on four stiH-human 
survivors (Harrelson, Jesse Eisenberg, 

Emma Stone and Abigail Breslin), 

Erom the outset, the “Zombieland” 
writers say they always were inter- 
ested in stressing the lighter aspect of 
the gloomy prospect of the end of the 
world, 

“We wanted to look on the bright 
side of the apocalypse and treat the 
world as a playground— as a place that 
might actually be fun to spend time in,” 

Wernick said, “The movie functions pri- 
marily as an escapist fantasy The apoca- 
lypse implies there are not going to be a 
lot of people left standing, which is obvi- 


ously a tragedy ,„ Comedy and horror almost play 
off each other in that they're both extreme emo- 
tions, so they go hand in hand. When people are 
scared, they're more apt to laugh,” 

“Zombieland” also introduces a fresh element 
into the familiar zombie scenario: a list of rules, 
illustrated on the screen by clever graphics, that 
instruct viewers on how to survive in case the dead 
really do return. Rule No, i: Cardio, because when 
zombies start sprinting after you, the fatties will be 
the first to go. Rule No, 3: Beware of bathrooms, 
where you're at your most vulnerable. 

The filmmakers stress that in order for a zom- 
bie comedy to work, the actors have be stone-faced 
about their situation, 

“One of my first talks with Ruben was about the 
tone of the movie,” Harrelson said, “It was impor- 
tant that we always play the piece true to the charac- 
ters and the individual scene and just let the comedy 
arise organically, I personally get freaked out watch- 
ing horror films, I liked ‘Shaun of the Dead,' because 
I like horror comedies. But ‘28 Days Later'? I was 
sleepless, man,”

DAWN OF THE DEAD ( 1979 ) 

There’s nothing remotely funny about the first 
hour of George A. Romero’s unimaginably gory, 
nightmare-inducing follow-up to his 1968 “Night of 
the Living Dead,” which Introduced the concept of 
flesh-eating zombies to the cinematic mainstream. 
But in “Dawn’s” second hour, as the four protagonists 
hole up inside a sprawling shopping mall where the 
undead wander the aisles as if they still were hunting 
for bargains, a cunning satire about consumerist 
culture begins to form. Although the film is never 
outright comedic, it definitely lightens up-a zombie 
even gets a pie in theface-at least until the finale. 
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THE RETURN OF THE LIVING DEAD ( 1985 ) 
“Alien” screenwriter Dan O’Bannon made a smashing 
directorial debut with this often-hilarious comedy. It’s set at 
a medical-supply warehouse where two employees (James 
Karen and Thom Mathews), who believe 1968’s “Night of 
the Living Dead” was based on actual events, accidentally 
unleash a gas into the atmosphere that causes the dead 
in a nearby cemetery to rise from their graves. O’Bannon 
made a few changes to the zombie-flick rulebook by having 
his undead speak (“Braaaiiinns! ”) and sprint. “Return” 
is genuinely scary in spots, uproarious in others and 
capped off by a surprisingly bleak finale that was a natural 
byproduct of the Reagan-era Cold War fears. 
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ZOMBIELANDr/?; 

Part road trip, part romantic 
comedy and part zombie 
movie, “Zombieland” is a 
drooling, double-barreled blast 
of entertaining gore. At times, 
it even feels like a video game. 
Sound like an insult? Nope, it’s 
a testament to the gleefully 
nasty and surprisingly sweet 
film’s energy. Zombies have 
taken over America, leaving 
Just a few humans to fend for 
themselves, including a timid 
loner referred to as Columbus 
(Jesse Eisenberg), a brash 
hero-type (Woody Harrelson) 
and a hot, tough girl (Emma 
Stone) with a younger partner 
in crime (Abigail Breslin).

SHAUN OF THE DEAD ( 2004 ) 

This is essentially a romantic comedy about a slacker 
(Simon Pegg) who tries to get his life together for the sake 
of winning back his girlfriend. The story just happens to 
unfold on the same day the dead start coming back to life 
to eat the living. Pegg and co-writer/director Simon Wright, 
already known for the British TV hit "Spaced,” established 
themselves as real filmmakers via the movie’s breathtaking 
mix of laughs and jolts. "Shaun,” which introduced the term 
"rom zom com” into the horror-film vernacular, achieves a 
tone of dread and angst about the unfolding apocalypse, 
then-like any self-respecting zombie comedy-it makes 
you laugh about the end of the world. 


DEAD ALIVE ( 1992 ) 

Also known as"Braindead,” director Peter Jackson’s 
third movie remains one of the wildest, most jaw- 
dropping (and gory) zombie comedies ever. About a 
momma’s boy-turned-monster slayer after Mom gets 
bitten by a rabid "rat monkey” and becomes a snarling 
flesh eater, "Dead Alive” boasts the genre’s first zombie 
baby as well as the first zombie makeout session. 
Jackson, showing none of the good taste and class he 
would display in his "Lord of the Rings” trilogy, goes so 
far over the top so many times he leaves you exhausted. 
Just try watching the lawn mower sequence without 
cracking a horrified-and repulsed-smile.

The scene being filmed called for Ricky Gervais 
to clear up the question of whether or not he 
was the Messiah. 

Despite the weighty confusion, the British 
comedian looked every bit himself— barrel- 
waisted, sheepish and wearing a dark suit— as 
he stood on the stoop of an apartment building 
in Lowell, Mass. 

“The Invention of Lying,” which opens 
Friday, stars Gervais as a man who discovers 
the ability to lie in a world where humankind 
has evolved without producing a single fibber 
or serial fabricator.

Then Gervais 
utters a lie, a small one, and soon he’s both 
elated and plagued by the God-like status his 
special talent confers upon him.

Gotta do this film.”

Brian J, Smith has more than a little in com- 
mon with his “Stargate Universe” character, 
ist Lt, Matthew Scott, 

Both are in their 20s, Both 
are dedicated and good- 
hearted, And both face big 
challenges in their newest 
endeavors. 

In “SGU,” which premieres 
with a fantastic two-hour 
episode at 8 p,m, Oct, 2 on 
Syfy (my review), newbie offi- 
cer Scott, 26, is forced into a

jump through a stargate and onto a mysterious 
ship far from Earth, For the 27-year-old Smith,
